Pressmen of the three St. Louis 
daily newspapers returned to work 
today, ending their unauthorized 
walkout of Sunday afternoon, 
which prevented publication of all 
editions of the Post-Dispatch and 
the Star-Times Monday and yes- 
terday, of the Post-Dispatch’s 
Complete Edition of today, and 
of all editions of the Globe- 
Democrat for three days. 

The decision to return was 


reached by a majority vote of the 
pressmen’s iocal union, yielding 
‘to the peremptory demand of 
President George L. Berry of the 
International Printing Pressmen’s 
and Assistants’ Union that the 
men “return to their positions and 
fulfill the terms of their sacred, 
binding contract” with the news- 
paper publishers.

is jocal, “them of course TI shall 
compelled under the law (of 
the interhational union) to take 
action, and it will be taken.” 
Vote After Midnight. 

The local union’s vote was taken 
after midnight, at the third meet- 
ing held since the walkout. The 
meeting, in — Legion Hall, 
3525 Pine boulevard, began at 
10:30 last night, and .the two 
hours’ discussion was turbulent at 
times. 

Charles D. Bond, special repre- 

sentative of the international 
union, with an office in St. Louis, 
made this announcement after ad- 
journment: 
- “The men voted, not iunaihennus- 
ly, but by a jority, to return 
to their respective positions this 
Sitadeasber) ws morning.

Terms of Amendment. 

The atmetidment adopted pro- 
hibits any person from striking 
against a public utility, or against 
the state after a utility has been 
taken over by the state under the 
provisions of the act. 

It prohibits any utility from re- 
employing any striker except as a 
new employe without seniority 
rights. 

Any labor organization guilty of 
a strike against a utility or the 
state is made subject to a penalty 
of $10,000 a day for each day of 
the strike, to be collected by civil 
action in the courts, 

Any officer of a labor organiza- 
tion who°calls or promotes a 
strike is subject to a penalty of 
$1000. A utility which engages in 
a lockout is subject to a $10,000- 
a-day penalty. 

The courts are empowered to 


enforce the provisions of the act 


by injunction. 
Senate Committee at Work. 

Within two hours after the Gov- 
ernor’s speech the Senate Com- 
mittee on Industrial Relations be- 
gan shaping legislation to prevent 
sympathy, jurisdictional and un- 
authorized strikes -under severe 
civil and criminal penalties. The 
Governor did not specify just what 
he wanted in the way of a penalty 
clause except that it be effective. 

In a demand that politics be dis- 
carded in framing the legislation, 
the Governor, by implication, but 
,forcefully, scored a group of House 
Democrats, members of his own 
party, who almost accomplished 
the defeat of the. King-Thompson

ON NEWSPAPER SHUTDOWN 
IN PRESSMEN’S ‘WALKOUT 


HE following statement was 

made today, on behalf of 

the Post-Dispatch manage- 
ment, -by Sam Shelton, assist- 
ant to the publisher of the 
Post-Dispatch: 


“For two full days the people 
were deprived of their news- 
papers. Not one word of the 
important happenings of the 
world, the nation and .the city 
was printed in St. Louis. This 
was because members of the 
pressmen’s union walked off 
the job in an _ unauthorized 
strike, in direct violation of 
their written contract and re- 
mained away in open defiance 
of their international union 
president, Maj.

Berry told them that unless 
they returned action would be 
taken under provisions of the 
international wnion’s laws.

American Believed’ to 
Have Spoken Frankly 
but to Have Failed to 


Break Any Deadlocks.

MOSCOW, April 16 (AP)—Sec- 
retary of State George C, Mar- 
shall’s 90-minute talk with Prime 
Minister Stalin last night was un- 
derstood today to have 
break any of the deadlocks which 
have tied the Council of Foreign 
Ministers in knots over the whole 
range of issues. The chief value 
of the talk from Marshall's point 
of view was believed to have been 
the presentation to the Soviet 
leader of a frank and unvarnished 
statement of American policy in 
relation.to Germany, Europe and 
the whole trouble area of United 
States-Russian political and diplo- 
matic conflict. 

The secretary clamped tight se- 
crecy on the American delegation 
respecting his trip to the Kremlin. 
He was believed, however, to have 
reported the result of his meeting 
in his daily report to President 
Truman. 

It was disclosed officially that 
the meeting was arranged on 
Marshall’s initiative in response to 
a request he made several days 
ago. Ambassador Walter Bedell 
Smith and Charles’ Bohlen, in- 
terpreter, accompanied the Secre- 
tary to the Kremlin. 

Session on Austria. 

At today’s session of the four 
foreign ministers, V.. M. Molotov 
of Russia said Russia had no ob- 
jection to completing the Austrian 
peace treaty at thts conference. 
He promised his delegation would 
strive toward that end. 

The meeting was harmonious. 
The ministers rolled through 15 
of the treaty’s 59 clauses, agreed 
on a dozen of them and resolved 
relatively minor disputes which 
previously had impeded progress. 

This was the first session of 
the council on the Austrian trea- 
ty. It failed, however, to rahe 
any of the major controversioy 
which may yet prevent completio 
here of a pact to re-establish Aus- 
tria as a fully independent demo- 
oratic state, with Big Four guar- 
antees to keep it independent.

The Texas Department of Public Safety announced this 
afternoon that reports indicated 350 dead. The injured were 
estimated at more than 1000. 

The chain of explosions began as a result of a fire on 


the Grand Camp, a French ship loaded with nitrate, and 


spread to the multi-million dollar Monsanto Chemical Corp, 
plant, now reported to be in ruins following an explosion and 
fire.

WASHINGTON, April 16 — The 
explosion, that killed 111 men in 
the Cen*-alia (Ill.) Coal Co.’s Mine 
No. 5, March 25, “was caused by 
coal dust raised into the air and 
ignited by explosives fired in a 
" dangerous and non-permissible 


manner.” 

Sixty-five of the men were killed 
by burns and violence and 46 by 
afterdamp, or carbon monoxide. 

' These were the conclusions 
reached by a team of five Bureau 
of Mines experts in a report made 
public yesterday. The group con- 
ducted an independent investiga- 
tion at. the mine April 2-6, 

No effort was made to fix re- 
sponsibility, as was done by the 
fact-finding commission appointed 
by Gov. Dwight =". Green of Illi- 
nois. \ This commission charged 
the mine operators, the State De- 
partment of Mines and Minerals 
and State Inspector Driscoll Scan- 
lan were responsible. 

Blasting Practice Criticized. 

M. J. Ankeny, one of the Bu- 

reau of Mines inspectors who vis- 
ited the Centralia mine earlier this 
month, presented the report at to- 
day's session of the Senate Sub- 
committee on Public Lands, head- 
ed by Senator Guy Cordon (Rep.), 
Oregon. The subcommittee has 
held hearings in Centralia and in 
Washington. 
_ Elaborating on some of its prin- 
cipal points, Ankeny criticized the 
non-permissible practice of tamp- 
ing dynamite in drilled holes with 
bags of coal dust instead of with 
an inert material, such as clay. 

“Why would a driller use coal 
dust if he knows this practice 
might endanger himself and_ his 
fellows?” Cordon asked. 

“He doesn’t know the hazards,” 
Ankeny replied. “He doesn't know 
how dangerous it .is.”’ 

In reply to another question, 
Ankeny said it was the duty of 
the mine operators to provide 
proper tamping material and that 
this was provided at least in some 
sections of the mine. The post- 
explosion examination showed 
holes in the same area were 
tamped with clay and with coal 
dust. 

“Of course,” said Ankeny, with 
a trace of a smile, “it is much 
easier merely to tamp the holes 
with coal dust than to walk back

* to the clay box for clay. 


“The shift boss should have 
known this practice was going on, 
but perhaps he didn't undefstand 
the danger either.” 

Bureau Head’s Report. 

Dr. R. R. Sayers, director of the 
Bureau of Mines, presented his re- 
port to the committee. In it he 
supported the position taken by 
‘the Bureau of Mines inspector who 
examined the Centralia pit last 
November and last March, found 
numerous violations of the federal 
safety code and recommended pre- 
cautions. 

Sayers said that of the~ 618 
mines closed recently by Secretury 
of the Interior J. A. Kfmg for 
safety violations, 277 had been re- 
examined by federal inspectors, 
and presumably had re-opened. 
They were closed for explosion 
hazards, he said, and had used 
rock dust extensively to minimize 
this danger. . 

The latest report of the investi- 
gators stated that “the mine was 
dry and accumulations of coal 
dust were permitted in working 
places and haulage roads, which 
resulted in the explosion being 
extended throughout four working 
sections, Very little effort had been 
made to load out excessive quan- 


Investigators

He 
asked for all possible doctorg and 
nurses, even “just ordinary citi- 
zens, just so they have hands to 
help in rescuing the injured. 
Galveston Windows Shattered. 
Galveston was damaged by the 
explosions, Glass windows, in- 
cluding many store windows, were 
shattered. Plaster ceilings fell. 
The city rocked and for hours was 
obscured from the sun by billow- 
ing clouds. 

A resident of Pelly said the 
clouds looked like pictures of the 
atomic bomb blast. Galveston 
residents confirmed this, except to 
say that the clouds were black, 

J. K. Poage, engineer for a Ce- 
dar Bayou radio station, said he 
saw a flame shoot up hundreds of 
feet into the air, It lasted a few 
seconds, he said.

DISASTERS IN U. $. AND 
HE worst ship explosion in 

T history occurred on Dec. 6, 
1917, when 1500. persons 
were killed after a_ collision 
between a munitions ship and 
relief ship off Halifax, Canada. 

The blast destroyed two and 
a half square miles of the city, 
injured 4000 seriously and 
made 20,000 homeless.

The report stated that “unques- 
tionably the presence of rock dust 
in entries, even though somewhat 
deficient in quantity, was the 
most important factor in prevent- 
ing the spread of this explosion 
throughout the mine and to the 
shaft bottom. The flame died 
away rapidly on reaching rock- 
dusted zones in entries and prob- 
ably saved ths lives of the 31 men 
who escaped.” 

The consensus of the group was 
that 27 of those who were killed 
might have saved theniselves had 
they retreated to the innermost 
point of the section in which they 
were caught and erected barri- 
cades. The inspectors found what 
the miners themselves probably 
did not know, that doors and 
stoppings damaged.by the explo- 
sion on one end of this section 
permitted poisonous air to be 
short-circuited away. Sixteen oth- 
ers might have lived if they had 
remained in their section or had 
miner's self-rescuers. 

dous Practice. * 

Although the mine used permis- 
sible explosives, the inspectors. re- 
ported boréhecies containing the 
explosives were stemmed. with 
combustible coal dust and fired 
with fuse and blasting caps ignit- 
ed from the open flame of a 
carbide lamp. Electric. detonators 
had been recommended for this 
mine. 

“Permissible explosives will not 
produce dust explosions often,” 
the report said, “even if fired in 
= hazardous manner and under 


the hazardous dust conditions de- 
scribed here. But when such haz- 
ardous. practices and conditions 
are continued over a long period 
of time, the right combination of 
circumstances, such as a blown- 
out ar open shot and an ignitable 
dust cloud in the presence of such 
shot, will likely precipitate an ex- 
plosion sooner or later.” 

The mine was classified as 
“gassy” but there was no evidence 
to indicate methane gas was in- 
volved, 


Lessons to Be Learned, 


The “lessons to be learned” 
from the explosion were sum- 
marized as follows: 

1. Mines which libérate little 
or no methane are not immune 
from widespread and tragic ex- 
plosions if a dry and dusty con- 
dition exists and adequate meas- 
ures are not taken to control 
the dust hazard, 

2. The explosion has force- 
fully demonstrated the need to 
re-evaluate the dust explosion 
hazard, Up to the present time, 
it has not been customary for 
the coal mining industry, the 

Federal Bureau of Mines, state 
departments of mines, or any 
other group conversant with 
mine safety matters to regard 
dry and dusty conditions in 
mines as constituting an immi- 
nent danger of such magnitude 
as to warrant withdrawal of 
men, particularly if the mine 
does not liberate methane. If 
explosions of this type are to be 
prevented, it will be necessary 
to regard dry and dusty condi- 
tions in mines as being immi- 
nently dangerous in the future, 
and to withdraw the men from 
the mine or portion thereof 
where such dangerous Ccondi- 
tions exist, until appropriate 
measures have been taken to 
remedy such conditions. 

8. The partial rock-dusting of 


mines as a remedy for the coal 
dust explosion hazard ‘leads to 
a false sense of security. In 
this instance, the application of 
rock-dust on haulage entries did 
not prevent the explosion from 
propagating from room to room 
through crosscuts. A study of 
the conditions revealed that this 
explosion propagated through- 
out four sections of the mine by 
traveling mainly through rooms, 
and dying away as it reached 
the rock-dusted haulage roads. 
The. spread of dust explosions 
from one working place to an- 
other will be prevented by 
means of rock-dusting only 
when rock-dust is applied to all 
working places up to and in- 
cluding the last open crosscuts., 


4. Permissible explosives, 
charged and fired in a permis- 
sible manner, are safe explo- 
sives. Permissible explosives 
stemmed with coal dust and 
fired with fuse and blasting caps 
in dependent sequénce are dan- 
gerous. The®maximum safety 
will be obtained, however, when 
all shots are fired while all men 
except shot firers are‘out of the 
mine. 


5. Evidence obtained during 
the recovery operations showed 
without doubt that the men 
working at the farthest part of 
.- the mine from the section in- 
which the explosion originated 
had an excellent opportunity of 
protecting themselves from 
afterdamp if they had had any 
knowledge whatever of barri- 
cading. 

The inspectors made 18 recom- 
mendations for the removal. of 
hazardous conditions related to 
the use of explosives. These rec- 
ommendations were embodied in 
the two previous federal reports 
on the Centralia mine.

aboard a French ship. 

Thomas, president-elect of the 
American Chemical Society in an- 
nual convention here, said his 
company palnt at Texas City, set 
afire as a result of the explosion, 
was engaged in the production of 
of styrene, a liquid used in mak- 
ing synthetic rubber and plastics. 
Styrene was not explosive, Thomas 
said, but would burn as rapidly 
as gasoline. 

Ordinarily ammonium nitrate; 
used in fertilizers, was not a sen- 
sitive explosive, Thomas said, but 
“when it goes off it has the ex- 
plosive power of TNT.”

Said Closing Would Oost Jobs, 


The East St. Louis city officials 
had refused to close the illegal 
horse-race betting establishments, 
high stakes dice games and the 
slot-machine racket. Police Com- 
missioner English, following a 
conference last Sept. 18, with his 
fellow city commissioners, an- 
nounced that the flourishing hand- 
books would not be closed, be- 
cause to do so “would throw a lot 
of people out of work.” He took 
the position, not new in East St. 
Louis, that the public should be 
permitted to bet in the 11 hand- 
books then running in East St. 
Louis as well as at the Fairmount. 
Park track where pari-mutuel 
betting is legal. 

More than 2200 slot machines 
were in operation in St. Clair 
county early last December when 
the word went around that the 
September term grand jury was 
going to crack down on gambling. 
The machines disappeared, and 
have not returned. The presence 
of slot machines in ldnchrooms 
and confectioneries patronized by 
school children had caused con- 
cern among some East Side par- 
ents. 

Illinois statutes are explicit on 
slot machines being a law viola- 
tion. Slot machines are also 
expressly forbidden under sep- 


‘tarate statutes in counties where 


there are Army or Navy training 
stations, In addition, the law 
clearly provides for fines, im- 
prisonment and loss of license for 
any tavern owner having gaming 
devices on his premises. 

Witnesses Questioned by Jury. 

The grand jury, made up of 19 
men and four women, began its 
intensive investigation April 2, 
the-day after the East St. Louis 
city election. Witnesses questioned 
by the jury included the East St. 
Louis Election Board; ounty 
Judge C. C. Dreman, who appoints 
the election board; members of 
the Cotinty Board of Supervisors; 
precinct election officials and pol- 
iticians from East St. Louis; Belle- 
ville policemen and St. Louis, 
Belleville and East St. Louis fiews- 
paper reporters. 

Unusual steps during the inves- 
tigation were barring of Assistant 
State’s Attorneys Bier and Gus- 
tin during part of the inquiry; the 
appointment of R. Emmet Costel- 
lo, an East St. Louis attorney, as 
special prosecutor in the closing

Favored Licensing Handbook 
In 1937, Connors, then Finance 


Commissioner, proposed that thef 


city enact an ordinance licensing 
handbooks, as a means of raising 
additional municipal revenue te 
pay increases in salaries of police- 
men and firemen. This step was 
opposed by State’s Attorney Louis 
P. Zerweck, who asserted he would 
not recognize the ordinance and 
would prosecute bookmakers. The 
proposal came to naught. 

In 1939, Mayor Connors, nine 
months after his election, flatly 
refused a demand by Zerweck 
that he close the nine handbooks 
operating in East St. Louis. Zer- 
weck made the demand after the 
Illinois Attorney General, John E. 
Cassidy, announced that the State 
would take over enforcement of 
the anti-gambling laws it local 
authorities failed to act. Connors 
took the position that the anti- 
gambling action was “political.” 

The Mayor announced that he 


“had no objection to handbooks,” . 


adding, “In fact, I would he in 
favor of licensing them. As long 
as I’ve been a public official, I’ve 
never heard any complaint about 
them. I can’t see that it’s wrong 
to bet at a handbook if it’s legal 
to bet at a race track.” 


Police Commissioner English 
headed an anti - administration 
ticket in the East St. Louis muni- 
cipal election in 1935 ahd charged 
that slot machines and disorderly 
houses operated without police in- 
terference, and that “deadheads” 
were carried on the city payroll. 

English, also a Democrat, was 
defeated for mayor after spirited 
electioneering, in which he charged 
that “honky-tonks, disorderly 
houses and handbooks were oper- 
ating within sight of City Hall.”

15 after the Capone gang of Chi- 
cago muscled in on East Side 
gambling operations, skimming a 
large portion of cream from the 
gamblers’ profits.

Bowman jis known for his quick 
temper and glib tongue, The latter 
characteristic led him to observe 
when on the witness stand in a 
law suit last May that he ran his 
business “for suckers.” Angered 
when a slot machine operator 
failed to heed a request that he 
remove his machines from Bow- 
man’s establishment last spring, 
Bowman ordered the 16 machines 
thrown into the alley. :

WITH STALIN FOR 


HOUR AND A HALF 
Continued From Page One. 


Newspaper Pressmen Back 
After Unauthorized Tie-up 


Marshall, Smith and Bohlen were 
with Stalin for about an hour and ; 
a half and that Smith requested 
the. conference through the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry. 

Exactly what took place behind 
the battlemented walls remained 


for the moment a closely held se- 
-eret of a handful of men. 

It was no secret,, however, to 
anyone who inguired persistently 
among responsible informants 
* that the deadlocked diplomatic 
situation here had not changed 
as a result of the talk, though 
there was some hope that in an 
indirect way, it might be changed 
eventually. 

Both the American and Russian 
positions held firm—certainly s0 
far as any spoken commitments 
go—on such basic problems as 
reparations, the American-spon. 
sored German disarmament treaty 
and the like. If any changes were 
- to result from last night's conver- 

sation, the best responsible opin- 

ion was that it would develop 

rather slowly as a result of policy 
reviews, which may now be un- 
dertaken in the Kremlin and in 

Washington. 

Considerable attention was paid 
to the fact that Marshall was the 
first major American official to 
see Stalin following Truman's an- 
nouncement of his policy to ajd 
Greece and Turkey. Thus he was 
‘the first to bring directly to the 
attention of Soviet leaders an 
American statement on the seri- 
ousness with which the United 
States Government views the 
whole problem of Soviet relations. 

Item in Moscow Papers. 

Every newspaper in Moscow car- 
ried this front page item this 
morning about Marshall's meeting 
with stalin: : 

> "On April 15, the Chairman of 
the Council of Ministers of the 

UB.S.R., J, V. Stalin, received the 

State Secretary of the United 

States of America, Mr. Marshall. |

Discussion of Treaty. 

The Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters failed to make any progress 
yesterday, as on Monday, on 
shall’s proposal for a 40-year four- 
power treaty to keep Germany 
disarmed. 

The Americans regarded this 
failure, which Marshall bitterly 

. blamed on Molotov, as a severe 
blow to Allied co-operation. One 
high American source said it was 
“the most depressing development 
in international relations since the 
end of the war.” 

Some American delegates con- 
tended that Molotov’s tactics in 
insisting on a stack of amend- 
ments to the proposed treaty— 
amendments which the other 
three powers all said were unac- 
ceptable—showed he ‘does not 
want any treaty commitments 
nailing down United States inter- 
ests in Europe for a long period. 

Russian Amendments. 

The Russian amendments would 
include in any four-power demil- 
itarization agreement such points 
as a permanent control authority 
for the Ruhr, de-Nazification. pro- 
cedures, land reforms and repara- 
tions, : 

These questions have caused 
deadlock after deadlock in the 
council, and Marshall took the po-

Letter From Publishers. 

Following Monday night's meet- 
ing, Secretary Roberts of the pub- 
lishers’ organization sent this let- 
ter to the union's negotiating com- 
mittee: 

“In order that there may be no 
misunderstanding of the disposi- 
tion of the publishers, I am here- 
in reaffirming what was said to 
your committee today.

“If the publishers’ representa- 
tives and union representatives 
are unable to agree on satisfac- 
tory wage scales during further 
negotiations, the publishers stand 
ready toarbitrate the wage scales, 
or any other disputes between the 
union and the publishers. In the 
event that the union does not de- 


sire to follow the arbitration pro-* 


cedure provided in the contract, 
the publishers hereby offer to 
submit any and all disputes to a 
fair and impartial arbitration by 
disinterested’ parties, and abide by 
such arbitration.” 

Roberts signed the letter as sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Publishers’ 
Association, representing the 
Post-Dispatch, Globe- Democrat 
and Star-Times. He forwarded 
copies of his letter to President 
Berry, and to Bond.

In giving ovit a copy of his let- 
ter for radio broadcast, Roberts 
added this statement:

The 
local union is affiliated with the 
international, and the contract be- 
tween the local and the publishers 
was approved by Berry. 

'The publishers’ organization re- 
ceived no answer to the telegram. 


Third Stoppage in 2% Years. 
The stoppage of publication was 
the third in a space of less than 


2% years, all three being due to 
the pressmen. 

The first stoppage occurred Dec. 
7, 1944, when the flymen, who are 
affiliated with the pressmen’s un- 
ion, went on an unauthorized 
strike, and the pressmen refused 
to do flymen’s work after being 
instructed to do so by the presi- 
dent of the international union 


On Aug. 16, 1945, the pressmen, 
because of union affiliation with 
striking house-to-house carriers, 
refused to cross the picket line of 
the carriers, forcing suspension of 
publication until Sept. 7, 1945.

As a young man Fritz shod 
mules at the National Stockyards, 
where he acquired his nickname. 
Launching into “big time”, gam- 
bling after World War I, Fritz at 
one time was reported interested 
in 50 gaming establishments on 
both sides of the river. In 1930, 
after winning $30,000 in a dice 
game, there were reports that 
Fritz had been kidnaped by a Col- 
linsville “mob,” reinforced by 
members of the old Cuckoo gang. 
Friends said he was released on 
payment of $35,000 to the abduc- 
tors, but “Mulepole” denied to 
reporters that he had been kid- 
naped and ransomed. 

Three years later a second at- 
tempt to kidnap Fritz was dis- 
closed, He said two’men attacked 
him in the areaway at his home, 
then at 3917 Magnolia avenue, in 
South St. Louis. Fritz was struck 
on the head with a blackjack, but 
successfully defended himself and 
$350 he carried in his pockets, 
and the assailants fled. 


In 19388 three men armed with 
revolvers held up Fritz, five clerks 
and 25 customers in his 353 East 
Broadway handbook and fled with 
$1500. The robbery was not re- 
ported to police and Fritz and his 
employes refused to discuss the 
holdup, but some of the customers 
talked to reporters. 

Fritz installed an ajr-cooling 
system in his handbook ‘in 1939. 
drawing customers from compet- 
ing handbooks, which had old- 
fashioned fan cooling. The only 
trouble with the innovation was 
that it attracted idlers, who came 
in to cool off but not to bet on 
the races. 

Fritz and Doyle were among the 
gamblers named in a gwenping 


anti-gambling injunction in 1941,

{COMMITTEE CUTS RATES 
AND FEES IN LOAN BILL 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 16— 
The Senate-approved uniform loan 
interest code bill was reported out 
favorably last night by the House 
Committee on Banks and Bank- 
ing, with proposed amendments 
which would sharply cut the loan 
fees and bring the authorized 
maximum charge on installment 
loans down to 26.88 per cent a 
year. 

Possible maximum annual in- 
terest charges under the bill as 
passed by the Senate, including a 
3 per cent fee to be taken in ad- 
vance and which could be charged 
once in two months, had been 
estimated at 32 per cent up to 
56 per cent. 

The bill now goes on the House 
calendar for passage. If amend- 
ments recommended by the com- 
mittee are adopted by the House 
the bill must be returned to the 
Senate for concurrence in the

Reynolds Completes World Flight, 
Sets Mark of 78 Hours, 55 Minutes 


Crowd at New York Field Breaks Police Lines 
to Shower 3 Men With Kisses 
and Congratulations. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


NEW YORK, April 16 (AP)— 
Airport crowds broke through 
police lines early today to wel- 
come, with kisses and congratula- 
tions, three men whose trip around 
the world was the quickest ever 
made, 

Milton Reynolds, Chicago pen 
manufacturer; his pilot, William 
Odom, and his flight engineer, T. 
Carrol] Sallee, brought their con- 
verted A-26 bomber—The Bomb- 
shell—over La Guardia field at 
12:06:30 a.m., (11:06:30 p.m. Tues- 
day, St Louis time), 78 hours and 
55 minutes after their takeoff last 
iSaturday Their .unof‘icial record 
lcut 12 hours and 19 minutes from 
ithe previous unofficial record. 

Reynolds admitted the trip was 
tiring, sometimes dangerous, and 
“I would not ke the trip again 
lfor $100,000,008.”" But he added 
|jubilantly to reporters: 
| “We made the fastest crossing 
lof the Atlantic ever made, in five 
fhours and 17 minutes; we also 
imade a record trip to Pairs and 
'Gander (Newfoundland) and may- 
be some other records.” 

Hughes Sends Congratulations. 
| The previous unofficial round- 
jthe-world flight record, 91 hours 
and 14 minutes, was set in 1938 
by Howard Hughes, who wired 
Reynolds, “my heartiest congratu- 
lations for your excellent perform- 
}ance.” Hughes and his four crew 
i}members had taken their mono- 
i}plane on a route 5200 miles 
ishorter than the course followed 
iby Reynolds, 
| The Bombshell averaged about 
254 miles an hour on its 20,020- 
mile flight. Taking into account 
16 hours and 9 minutes lost in its 
nine stops, the big plane averaged 
318 miles an hour in actual “light. 

A couple of minutes after com- 
ing over La Guardia, the plane 
landed and the three men stepped 
out on a wing. Police no longer 
could restrain the crowd, aad for 
several minutes women admirers 
smeared the three men with kisses. 

Finally, Sallee was able to get 
together with his 19-year-old bride- 
to-be, Patricia Houlihan of Cody, 
Wyo., and the other two were able 
to kiss their wives. Then Reynolds 
flung his arm over Odom’s shoul- 
ders and told reporters: 

“He is the best pilot in the 
world, We would not have made 
it with anyone else.” 

“No, none of that,” replied the 
pilot. “It was just a routine 
flight that all airlines will be mak- 
ing in a few years.” 

Odom is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 


Dennis P. Odom of Raymore, Mo. 
(in Cass county on the Kansas 
border). 

Odom has been flying about 1Q 
years. He received his schooling: 
and flight instruction in Kansas 
City. His regular employment is 
that of private pilot for Harold 
Talbot, New York financier. Odom 
lives with his wife and two chil- 
dren at Roslyn, N.Y. 


Last Leg the Toughest. 


Reynolds told reporters that the 
last leg of the flight, from Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, Canada, was the 
“toughest part” and he “was 
worried sick” when they flew 
through ice and fog between Min- 
neapolis and Detroit. 

“We came out of the ice at De- 
troit but we didn’t know where we 
were,” the 54-year-old Chicagoan 
said. “We had to call Detroit and 
they used finders to locate us. 
Just then we came out of the fog 
and i¢e, | 

“We covered a lot more miles 
than /we figured. We didn’t plan 
to stop at Gander or Calcutta. 

“I took turns flying the plane 
from Tokyo on, I had a hard time 
keeping Odom awake, even for 
the landing in New York, but of 
course Odom made all the take- 
offs and landings on the entire 
trip. 


“We had a halfshour’s gas sup- 
ply left when we came over New 
York and brother, let me tell you 
I was worried.” 


Avoided Russia. 


The Bombshell had to skirt 
Russia because Soviet authorities 
told Reynolds in advance that its 
reconstruction problems were s0 
great it could not arrange for 
technicians to service the flight. 
The A-26 stopped at Gander, Paris, 
Cairo, Karachi and Calcutta in 
India; Shanghai, Tokyo, Adak in 
the Aleutians, and Edmonton. 

Odom had flown the Burma 
Hump as a pilot for a Chinese 
airline. 

Sallee, whose home is in Dallas, 
Tex., and Miss Houlihan, a Uni- 
versity of Wyoming freshman, 
plan to .go ahead with marriage 
arrangement, now that the flight 
is over, 

Prior to the flight, Charles 
Logsdon, executive secretary of 
the National Aeronautic Associa- 
tion contest board, announced in 
Washington that the flight would 


not set an official record because

District Attorney Frank S, Hogan 


today subpenaed all the records of 


the Twentieth Century Boxing 
Club, Inc., the nation’s largest box- 
ing promotion company, in an ef- 
fort to determine if an alleged 
link exists between top-flight 
fighters and gamblers who have 
reputedly made huge betting 
profits. 

Hogan’s accountants will go 
over the books and present their 
results to a grand jury currently 
investigating alleged sports cor- 
ruption. Assistant District Attor- 
ney Alfred J. Scotti, chief of the 
rackets bureau, said he was in- 
terested in determining how much 
money Was expended by the sport- 
ing club on each fight, who got 
os who signed contracts, and 

ther the legitimate managers 
iaaee split -with other interests 
persons. 


' Hogan's investigation is an out- 


growth of an attempt to fix the 
National Football League cham- 
pionship game between the New 
York Giants and Chicago Bears. 
Last December, four persons re- 
ceived prison sentences in that 
attempt to bribe’ two Giant 
players. 

Many boxers and their managers 
have been interviewed in the last 
two weeks by Hogan. Among 
them were Tami Mauriello, a 
heavyweight contender, and Henry 
|Armatrong, former feather, welter 
and lightweight champion. Hogan 
indicated that several other fight- 
ers and managers also would be 
subpenaed to testify before a grand 
jury. 

Hogan declined to disclose how 
far his investigations have gone 
but he admitted his operations in- 
cluded St. Nicholas Atena bouts. 
The Arena is controlled by the 
20th Century Club, 

The subpena was served on Sol 
Strauss, an attorney for the box- 
ing syndicate which is controlled 
by Mike Jacobs, Jacobs, who or- 
ganized the 20th Century Sporting 
Club, is recognized as the out- 
standing boxing promoter in the 
United States, but he was not 
mentioned in the official papers. 
Jacobs suffered a cerebral hemor- 
rhage last Dec. 3 and now is con- 
valescing at his home in Rumson, 
New Jersey. 

The current investigation grew 
out of Hogan’s discovery that 
Rocky Graziano, a leading mid- 
dleweight contender, had been of- 
fered $100,000 to throw a sched- 
uled Dec. 27 fight with Cowboy 
Reuben Shank in Madison Square 
Garden.

Pointing out that,.unless the 
“alarming” upward trend is halted, 
taxes in St. Louis and every other 
political subdivision in the coun- 
try will “surely rise,” the Mayor 
urged especially those business- 
men who supply the city with 
fuel, drugs, food, clothing and 
equipment. to bear in mind the ul- 
timate effect of high prices. 

“To encourage a downward 
price trend and to relieve pur- 
chasing pressure,” he said, “the 
administration proposes to buy 
just as little as possible, con- 


tices.” 

Asserting that more than 50 per 
cent of the/ $63,000,000 postwar 
bond issue’ projects are fully 
planned, Mayor Kaufmann said.it 
is the city’s policy “to let no con- 
tracts for actual construction, ex- 
cept in the Case of a few urgently 
needed improvements, such as, at 
Lambert Field.” 

Explains Policy. 


In explanation of this policy, 
the Mayor said the bond issue 


to provide improved public facili- 
ties and employment in case of a 
business recession. 


“To spend the funds now would 
defeat one of the prime purposes 
for which they were voted, give 
the city the least value for its 
money, and add fuel to the fire of 
inflation,” he said, 


Recalling his chief recommenda- 
tion of a year ago, that the city 
impose a one-fourth of 1 per cent 
tax on earnings, Mayor Kaufmann 
expressed gratitude that the alder- 
men had acted favorably upon it. 
The question of the legality of 
the tax is pending in the Missouri 
Supreme Court, and the outcome 
of the suit, brought by business 
interests, “will determine’ the 
course to be taken by the city 
with respect to its fiscal prob- 
lems,” he said. 


He told the board he was offer- 
ing no revenue bills at this time 
because the city’s budget director 
has been unable, as yet, to esti- 
mate the city’s deficit, if any, for 
the past fiscal year and the esti- 
mated revenue for the coming 
year. Furthermore, he said he 
was awaiting the final report of 
the Citizens’ Tax Commission, 
which has been studying the fi- 
nangial problems of the city. 


Fight ‘Far from Won.’ 


“T feel constrained to warn, 
however, that our financial battle 
is far from won and that an ad- 
verse decision on the earnings 
tax would make the picture pee. 
indeed,” he said. 


In the meantime, he said the 
city will press efforts to obtain 
tax relief at the hands of the 
State government by supporting 
bills which would return excess 
state funds to the local subdivi- 
sions whence they emanated, or 
to reduce certain state levies and 
permit municipalities to impose 
similar levies up to the amount of 
the reduction. 


The Mayor again urged the al-

ENTRAL Europe today is the world’s most vital laboratory. 
There, in direct contact, seethe two chemicals that are mutually 


explosive. 


The experiment in hand is to learn whether democ- 


racy and totalitarianism can abide together in peace. 


For nearly two years the rival 
systems have confronted each 
other in arms. Distrust and hos- 
tility have mounted. But fatal 
blasts have been avoided. Meet- 
ing regularly for joint determina- 
tion of issues are such four-power 
bodies as the Allied Control Coun- 
cil and Commandatura in Berlin 
and the Allied Control Commis-' 
sion in Vienna. Judgments have 
clashed and tempers caught fire. 
Yet, in general, the sessions have 
been conducted with urbanity. 


Questions of superlative moment 
to the human race are neverthe- 
less in agitation. According to 
one view, they spring from Rus- 
g.an consolidation of strength in 
East Europe and Soviet pressure 
toward the Atlantic. According 
to the Soviet view; the situation | 
grows out of Anglo-Américan in- 
trigte and “Fascist meddling” in 
Russia's legitimate spheres of in- 
fluence. 


The salient truth is the 
overthrow of the Third Reisie cre- 
ated in Europe an empty space of 
military magnitude. While the 
Wehrmacht was at full strength, 
armed Communism dared not 
cross the Russian frontier. For 
an hour destiny thrust into Amer- 
ican hands the role of filling the 
vacuum. We chose to bring the 
boys home and tear down our 
military machine. Now, as if im- 
pelled by some law of gravity, the 
Russian mass seems poised to roll 
in and occupy the void. That is 
a planetary movement. which the 
United States feels bound to re- 
sist. | 

Former Allies Weak. 


Having flung aside its spans on op- 
portunity in 1945, Ame 

pears, at first glance, to be wag- 
ing & forlorn hope. Its traditional 
comrades, Britain and France, are 
no longer to be counted upon for 
substantial aid. In Germany, as in 
Greece, retreating England may 
goon be forced to transfer its ob- 
ligations, by one method or an- 
other, to Yankee shoulders. France 
has almost ceased to function as 
a military power and has besides 
been gnawed to the heart by Com- 
gnunism. 

Russia has advantages of geog- 
raphy and time. The Soviet 
Union is in Europe to stay. The 
Most passionate American wish is 
to get out. Russian power stands 
im the arena itself. or close at 
hand. That of the United States 
is thousands of miles distant. The 
Soviets can afford to wait. For 
ourselves, time is burdensome and 
costly. Russian armies live off 
the land they occupy and redeem. 
the expense with reparations and 
war booty. United States forces 
mot only pay their way but con- 
tribute hundreds of millions to 
the livelihood of populations under 
their charge. 

Few military observers doubt 
that Russia, if it had a mind, 
could push to the English Channel 
in a matter of weeks. Its troops 
are said by American-military in- 
telligence to number 1,130,000° in 
Germany, Austria, Poland, 
‘Hungary, Romania and Bulgaria, 
with 16,000 others, mostly political 
police and military missions, in 
Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia and 
Albania. In case of need, the 
Kremlin could stamp from the so1) 
200 veteran divisions, adequately 
equipped and flushed with con- 
fidence. . 

On V-E Day, May 8, 1945, the 
United States had 3,500,000 men 
under arms on the European con- 
tinent. Its total force at present, 
in Germany, Austria, Italy and 
Trieste, is 188,000. French garri- 
sons in Germany and Austria num- 
ber 72,000. England maintains 
439,000 troops in Germany, Austria, 
Italy, Trieste and Greece, but may 
be obliged at any moment to slash 
its commitments. 

New Soviet Realm. 


Since August, 1939, Russia has 
brought under its sway no less 
than 780,000 square miles of Euro- 
pean territory, with an estimated 
population of 134,100,000. The new 
Soviet realm cuts a tremendous 
gash through the heart of the 


_@ontinent. It extends on the west: 


from the Baltic Sea to the north- 
ern boundary of Greece, and on 
the east from the Arctic Ocean 
to the threshold -of Constanti-. 
nople. 

Through annexation, military 
——— or political coercion, 

the Kremlin, in less than eight 
ears, has subjected to its rule 
Finland, Estonia, Latvia, Lithu- 
ania, East Prussia, Poland, Czech- 
oslovakia, Hungary, Romania, Yu- 
gosiavia, Bulgaria, Albania and 
the eastern halves of Austria and 
Germany.

Not only the extent but also the 
methods of Russian aggrandize- 
ment have irritated the te De- 
partment.

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Public Has Been Unfair to Coal — 
Miners, Senator Morse Says

INCE the recent tragedy at Centralia, Ill., where 111 coal miners 
lost their lives in an explosion, the American p:ople have been 
reflecting rather thoughtfully on the plight of our miners, 


They are beginning to understand two facts: That in the min- 
ing industry as an industry there is a need for more rigid enforce- 
ment of laws requiring devices for the safety and protection of the 
miners, and that, inthe last analysis, our entire industrial economy 


rests on coal. 


America could not sustain her 
great mass-production enterprises 
were it not for the services of 
the thousands of men who daily 
descend into the bowels of the 
earth to dig fuel. 


We the public, as their em- 
ployers—and in the, end we are 
their employers—have been very 
bad employers. We have been 
selfish and greedy. A visit to any 
coal town and an inspection. of 
conditions under which miners 
and their families have to live 
and work should make us 
ashamed of ourselves. 


We should be ashamed particu- 
larly when industrial strife de- 
velops in the coal industry and 
we. start demanding long before 
wé know much about the facts 
that some drastic action be taken 
against the coal miners. 

We should have taken action a 
generation or more ago. We 
should have established an indus- 
trial system under which those 
men could get decent pay for the 
indispensable public service they 
render. 

_ Hold No Brief, for Lewis. 

I know it is easy to castigate 
their leaders. I hold no brief for 
the mistakes of John L. Lewis, 
the president of the United Mine 
Workers, and I have never hesi- 
tated to disagree with him when 
I thought he was wrong, but I 
cannot ignore the merits of his 
contentions in support of a fair 
deal for the miners of: America. 

No matter what Lewis’s critics 
may say, there is one fight Lewis 
has made which they cannot con- 
demn, That is his fight for safer 
working conditions. He has 
pleaded over the years for safety 
devices and for safety measures 
which would protect the miners 
from our thoughtlessness; and 
when I say “our thoughtlessness,” 
I mean that of the American pub- 
lic, 

We, the public, have not been 
fair to American miners. 

I think the timé has come when 
the members of the public should 
make it very clear to the mine 
operators that the maintenance of 
unsafe mining conditions no 
longer will be tolerated. 

The members of the boards of 


directors of minting companies 
should be held responsible for 
such unsafe conditions. I expect 
to introduce a bill shortly which 
will seek to place criminal respon- 
sibility upon the owners and the 
members of the boards of direct- 
ors of the mines for the unsafe 
working conditions which charac- 
terize too many mines, 

Urges Standard Safety Code. 

To implement such a law it 
probably will be necessary to set 
up a standard code of minimum 
safety so that owners can be held 
liable for violation of its prove 
sions. 

In addition I shall also urge the 
Committee on Labor and Public 
Welfare to proceed as rapidly as 
possible with the bill dealing with 
the question of safety appliances 
which Senator Johnston (Dem.), 
South Carolina, has introduced for 
himself and in my behalf. This 
bill proposes a system of federal 
grants-in-aid to the states for as- 
sistance in securing safe working 
conditions in industry, 

In other words, I think the time 
has come for 140,000,000 Ameri- 
cans to measure up to their re- 
sponsibilities in this field of in- 
dustrial safety. We have no right 
to sacrifice each year the great 
number of men who are sacrificed 
in the mines of the United States 
that we may obtain coal a little 
cheaper. 

We all have heard the argu- 
ment: “Coal mines cannot operate 
at a profit and pay better wages.” 
What a sad Confession that is. 
What an unfortunate accusation 
against the private-property sys- 
tem in America. 

If it is true that in a given case 
the coal mines cannot operate at 
a profit and assure the miners 
the high standard of living to 
which they a entitled, then the 
Government should spread the 
cost among us all by an adequate 
support price. 

We cannot require the coal 
miners of America to subsidize 
the American people by mining 
coal at wages that do not permit 
of a decent standard of living in 
order that the rest of us may have 
cheap coal.

“A little over a year ago at Fuk 
ton, Mo., a distinguished private 
citizen of Great Britain—Winston 
Churchill—told the American 
ple how he felt. The President of 
the United States sat behind him 
as he spoke.

“‘Amid his heavy burdens, 
duties and respénsibilities the 
President has traveled 1000 miles 
to dignify and magnify our meet- 
ing here today. The President has 
told you that it is his wish that 
I should have full liberty to give 
my true and faithful counsel to 
chess anxious and baffling times.’ 

‘.. At Fulton, Winston Church- 
ill expressed personal opinions at 
variance with those of his govern- 
ment.

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Truman’s Wise Proposal 

From time to time it is necessary to bring law 
up to date to make it square with reality. Presi- 
dent Truman’s special message to Congress pro- 
posing broad changes in the Neutrality Act of 
1939 asks for such an adjustment, It asks that 
we revise our law governing the sale of amns, 
which continues to lag far behind publi¢ policy. 

Here is the situation: 

The United States has committed itself to a 
world policy of international co-operation and 
collective security through the United Nations. 
As a result of this commitment, we are obligated 
to discriminate sharply between those nations 
which are friendly to international co-operation 
and those which either are unfriendly to it or 
which may show themselves to be opposed t6 this 
principle by some future overt act. | 

One of the ways in which the United States 
obviously must distinguish between nations in 
making good on this commitment is in the sale 
of munitions and weapons of war. If we pro- 
vide arms to all would-be buyers on equal terms, 
without concerning ourselves with the plans and 
purposes of the buyers, we make a mogkery of 


our profession of faith in U.N. 


Yet the Neutrality Act, as it stands, requires 
the United States to do exactly this. As the 
President well puts it, arms are “material weights 
in'the balances of peace or war.”’ When we han- 
dle these weights, no pre-war law should com- 
pel us to be “indiscriminate in how they are 
placed in the scales.” . 

The framers of the Neutrality Act are not to 
be condemned simply because the course of world 
events has not borne them out. There was cause 
to think that the arms traffic was a factor ifi 
the making of wars; on the record of the Senate’s 
investigation many citizens were convinced. 

Indeed, this became a basic principle of the 
Roosevelt Administration in the trial wars of 
Mussolini and Hitler before the invasion of Po- 
larid touched off World War II proper. We pro-« 


« hibited shipments to Ethiopia as well as Italy, 


even though Italy was the murderous aggressor 
and the Ethiopians were defenseless victims. 

The Roosevelt Administration went even fur- 
ther in applying this policy of non-discrimination 
in the_case of the Spanish Loyalist Government. 
Although we were obligated under international 
law to permit the sale of arms to the legitimate 
Spanish Government, when it was attacked by 
the Fascist rebels of Franco, President Roosevelt 
specifically asked Congress to amend the neu- 
trality law so it would cover civil wars as well 
as international conflicts. This was done and 
our policy undoubtedly was a major factor in the 
eventual defeat of the legal government. 

This record has taught us our lesson. We need 
to control the sale of arms so that they will be 
used to promote peace. We need to regulate 
the export of munitions so that they will go to 
our friends—and to our friends alone. We sent 
Japan tons and tons of vital war supplies—in the 
form of scrap iron—almost to the hour of Pearl 
Harbor. No such ostrich-like blunder should be 
made again. :

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Town Meeting in a Newspaper 

The Daily Plainsman of Huron, S. D., has just 
made use of a free press in an original and con- 
structive way. Robert D. Lusk, editor and pub- 
lisher of the Daily Plainsman and the Huronite, 
invited his readers to write letters setting forth 
their opinions regarding the Truman doctrine. 
Prizes of $100, $50 and $25 were offered. 

Then participants in the contest were invited 
to sit down together, discuss the points raised 
in the letters, and attempt to agree on prin- 
ciples which they believed should guide the 
United States's foreign policy.« Twenty did so, 
and agreed on six principlés: 

(1) We can't be a hermit nation, (2) The pub- 
lic should: be kept informed of all Government 
commitments, ‘policies and actions, in advance if 
possible. (3) Democracy must be made to succeed 
at home, (4) Imposition of-any political ideol- 
ogy upon a people menaces world peace. (5) 
Atomic energy must be internationally controlled 
at once. (6) a. The United States should go to 
U.N. with all.world problems, b, It should act 
alone only on failure of U.N. to act. 

All these principles were adopted unanimously 
except 6-a, on which there was one dissent, and 
6-b, which met with three dissents. The Daily 
Plainsman in its edition of April 6 published 
the three winning letters—by a superintendent 
of schools, a veteran’s wife and a college stu- 
dent—and 37 others, 

- Mr. Lusk put his newspapers to an important 
use: tq act as a forum and a roundtable for public 
opinion, Virtually all newspapers publish letters 
to the editor, which is to the same purpose. The 
freshness of the Daily Plainsman’s -experiment 
is in the use of personal discussion to clarify and 
distill the opinions expressed in the letters. 

The ideas of the participants themselves have 
been sharpened and made more effective than 
they were—which is another way of saying that 
these people have increased their usefulness as 
citizens, Their neighbors and the readers of the 
newspaper have been helped to clarify their 
own ideas of what should be America's course. 
Representatives in Congress have had a chance 
to hear from the people. 

The town meeting, sad to say, is a vanishing 
institution of this free government. The local

newspaper, as Mr. Lusk brilliantly senses, can, 
if handled in an imaginative and inventive way, 
function to some of the same ‘purpose, 
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Stull Available 

For two days the citizens of St. Louis. and the 
surrounding community were inconvenienced and 
business was penalized by a pressmen’s walkout 
which prevented the publication of dally news- 
papers. The strike was characterized by the 
pressmen’s international president, George L. 
Berry, as “unauthdrized” and in violation of 
contract.

It. was an interruption of orderly business which 
could and, we think, probably would have been 
prevented if St. Louls had had something com- 
parable to the Toledo Labor-Management-Citi- 
zens’ Committee for settling industrial disputes.

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Sensible Plan for Korea 
The proposal of Foreign Minister Wang of 
China that his country and Britain join the Unit- 
ed States and Russia in talks on Korea is a 


sound one, For 11 months now, since the Seoul * 


conference on a provisional government broke 
down, it has been evident that Russia does not 
intend to carry out its promises of a united 
Korea. : : 


China and Britain were included in the five- | 


year trusteeship decided upon at Moscow in 
1945, so they are on formally correct ground jn 
calling for a fdur-power conference on che sub- 
ject. Furthermore, no nation has a more direct 
interest in Korea’s future than China, As Chiang 
Kai-shek has said, “If Korea is not independent, 
not only China’s independence cannot be com- 
plete, but the peace of East Asia and the world 
cannot; be secure.” 

It has now become a matter of how much pres- 
sure can be brought to bear on Russia. That 
nation has many strong reasons for wanting to 
keep northern Korea under its thumb, It could

Arthur, offer formidable industrial support to 
the Chinese Communists in Manchuria, and keep 
Japan under constant threat. 

The Soviet has not been willing to give up 
these advantages on account of any pressure 
which the United States Government has been 
able to apply. It is plainly time to see whether 
the other prospective trustees, by joining in, can 


tip the balance. 


The RFC’s Next Step 


RFC Chairman Goodloe’s proper course now 
is pretty plain. He should ask the United States 
District Court which approved the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad's $80,000,000 refinancing to re- 
consider—unless some legal technicality stands 
in the way, and it would be difficult to under- 
stand why any technicality should. 

In common sense, the court should have an 
opportunity to reconsider, and should do so. At 
the time when it gave its approval to the deal, 
some important evidence was not known to it. 
This evidence could be the controlling factor in 
its decision. Briefly, the new evidence consists 
of allegations that former RFC Chairman Jones 
and former RFC men who had accepted employ- 
ment with B. & O. planned the refinancing deal 
to keep “Jones group” control of the railroad 
from being interfered with by Jones’s removal 
or by a Republican presidential victory. 

The ‘United States District Court has a right 
and a duty to consider the refinancing deal in 
the light of this new evidence, Eighty million 
dollars of the people’s money is involved. The 
good faith of the loan is involved. President 
White of the B.&O. has refused to comply with a 
request from Mr. Goodloe that the refinancing’ be 
postponed pending a thorough investigation by 
the Senate Banking Committee. He proposes to 
hold the RFC to the letter of the law. Chairman 
Goodloe should ascertain whether the law does 
not contain a letter or two which will spell 
something more sensible in this matter. 
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A Turning Point for Japan 

Teaching of ultra-nationalism, state Shin- 
toism, veneration of the Emperor, exaltation

This paragraph from the 1l-nation Far East- 
ern Commission's directive to Gen, MacArthur 
marks a turning point of inestimable consequence 
in the history of Japan, Its influence will not, 
of course, be immediately felt. Indeed, months 
will pass before textbooks and other reading ma- 
terial promoting these ancient beliefs can be re- 
placed with material which encourages freedom 
of thought and democratic self-reliance. 

Even so, the.break is made and the order is 
out. The Emperor of Japan is no’ longer to be 
worshipped as a combination of divinity and 
head of state. The issue of Hirohito’s status, 
which the occupiers shied away from on enter- 
ing Japan, has been met and decided in favor 
of the Japanese people. 

Along with this barring of. Emperor-worship 
goes positive, constructive action. Education is 
to be based on world current events, on interna- 
tional co-operation, and the social sciences. In- 
dependent thinking on the part of both teachers 
and students is to be encouraged. Foreign books 
and magazines are to be put in libraries. 

When we remember that Emperor-idolizing 
Jap soldiers were captured on close-in Pacific 
islands which they swore up and down were 
Florida, we begin to measure the import of this 
directive. It is a companion for the directive 
outlawing Nazism in Germany.

Voting Records

Representative Boggs of Alabama ad- 
vances the excellent proposa] that voting 
records of Congressmen be compiled by the 
Library of Congress and be made available 
to any newspaper or group of 10 citizens. 

Such a service would fill a great need. 
There are always plenty of “voting rec- 


ords” floating around at election times, 


but they are not authoritative or complete 
and are often biased. The votes presented 
usually tend to show the Congressman to 
great advantage or disadvantage. 

To be of value, such voting records must 
be complete. There should be simple ex- 
planations of each issue voted on, and of 
the significance of the vote. Votes on 
amendments, postponements and referrals 
to committee should be recorded. These 
are often more indicative of true convic- 
tions than a final vote. Many a politician 


y 


has voted to cripple a measure or post- 
pone it to death, only to turn face on the 
final roll call and favor the ‘measure with 
a whoop and a holler. 

The Boggs plan is a good one. Congress 
men should be for it if they are truly rep- 
resenting their constituents and are not 
ashamed of their votes. The people should 
like it; it would give them the real picture 
of how their representatives are voting on 
all issues.

That Bernard Shaw's “Pygma- 
lion,” has lost.none of itd trench- 
ant wit and penetrating satire for 
audiences after 33 years was dem- 
onstrated Monday night at the 
American Theater when a full 
house showed kéen appreciation of 
a Gertrude Lawrence revival of the 
Shavian comedy on English dia- 
lects and the morals and manners 
that go with them. 

The production by Theater, Inc., 
was a full-dress one, with a top- 
notch cast that included Dennis 
King, Ralph Forbes, and Cecil 
Humphreys and Katherine Em- 
met in support of the star, éxpert 
direction by that veteran of Shaw 
productions, Cedric 
and handsome settings by Donald 
Oenslager. 

When Shaw wrote “Pygmalion,” 
the dramatist had a field day gib- 
ing at the English class society, 
where a man’s station in life was, 
and largely is today in spite of a 
Socialist government, indicated by 
his accent. The success of his 
Prof. Higgins, the phonetics expert, 
in picking up a poor Cockney flow- 
er girl, and by giving her an up-

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end not later than 11:30 p.m. and 
boys and girls should be expected 
to go directly home a‘ter parties, 
the code says, adding that pro- 
vision should be made for stu- 
dents to be picked up by parents. 
The code recommends that formal 
dances be postponed until the 
student enters senior high school. 

The code provides that students 
shall inform their parents when 
they will not return directly home 
from school because of rehearsals, 


meetings or other activities; that 
membership in fraternities and 
sororities should not be approved, 
and that a “moderaté amount of 
homework” should be. expected. 
The radio should not ‘be played 
during the hour set aside for 
homework, and movie - going 
should be limited to once a week, 
it is stated. 

The telephone in the home 
should be used “with considera- 
tion for the convenience of oth- 
ers,” a student should develop a 
hobby enabling him to entertain 
himself without group stimulation 
and the “reading of cheap or sen- 
sational magazines and books 
should be avoided,” the code says. 
Comic books and magazines are 
given the green light “if chosen 
with discretion and provided they 
do not crowd out other more 
orthwhile reading.”

One, 
obviously the Russian one, might 
be weak at present and, there- 
fore, for a time we would be safe. 
Under this theory,.we wouldn't be 
learning to get on together in one 
world—instead, we would be pre- 
paring for a two-world war. 

That, of course, is basically what 
troubles Henry Wallace. He feels 
that we are pulling farther and 
farther apart, and that, without 
realizing it, we may be setting 
the: stage for a two-world catas- 
trophe. 


I AM RATHER "SORRY that 
Mr. Wallace had to go to England 
to make his speeches in order to 
get them printed in this country, 
because I do not like criticisms of 
our country made abroad, I pre- 
fer them made at home. But in 
all fairness we have to recognize 
that Mr. Wallace’s rather dramatic 
action has brought an amount of 
attention which probably nothing 
else would have brought.

The real answer, 
of course, to all of the agitation 
which is troubling us today is a 
consistent democratic program 
for the whole world and such 
vigor in our plans that the World 
will really find in us the leader- 
ship it needs. That is how to 
promote the ideals of democracy 
that we _ cherish.
